NEW YORK (NC) — Although 
Marxism influences some sectors of the 
Latin American Church, its impact is 
limited and indirect, said Archbishop 
Alfonso Lopez Trujillo of Medellin, 
Colombia, president of CELAM, the 
Latin American bishops’ conference. 

“Tt is primarily a_ bibliographical 
phenomenon,’ Archbishop Lopez said 
while in New York. ‘“There are some 
theologians who use Marxist analysis, 
and their books are read but I don’t 
believe this has a strong impact. At the 
basic level, the Church instinctively 
rejects those opinions.”’ 


MARXIST INFLUENCE is 
‘‘practically nonexistent’? among the 
Latin American hierarchy, he added. 


Archbishop Lopez stopped in New 
York on his way home following a visit to 
Rome. He preached at St. Patrick 
Cathedral for the 10th annual Hispanic 
heritage Mass. The Mass was part of a 
weekend Hispanic festival that also 
included a parade reviewed by 
Archbishop Lopez and Cardinal Terence 
Cooke. 


Archbishop Lopez said the church-state 
situation in Nicaragua was “‘very 
serious’’ because of the ‘‘open Marxism’’ 
of the Sandinista government. 


‘THERE MAY be appearances of 


- pluralism and maybe persons of good will 


in the government, but the final decisions 
are taken by the Sandinistas,’’ he said. 


_ “The Church respects the independence 


of the political realm, but it cannot be 
silent when the promises of liberation 
given by the revolution are not fulfilled.”’ 

While not saying the Nicararguan 
government persecuted the Church,”’ 
Archbishop Lopez said there were 


Technology impacting medical-moral issues

education and a better understanding of a 
theology of the Cross are the keys to 
coping with the ethical and moral 
problems brought about by rapid 
advances in medical technology. 


That’s one of the conclusions brought 
back from St. Louis by Father Rand: 
Reichert, associate at Sacred Heart 
Church, after representing the diocese at 
a 12-day workshop on “‘critical life 
issues’’ at the Pope John XXIII Medical- 
Moral Research and Education Center. 


THE WORKSHOP gave Catholic 
lawyers, philosophers, doctors, nurses 
and other health care professionals, as 
well as priests and theologians, an 
opportunity to look at the complex 
medical issues of the day in light of both 
the civil law and the teaching of the 
Church. 


‘‘What impressed me the most was a 
presentation by a doctor from India, not a 
Christian, who gave us the medical and 
scientific evidence that life begins at the 
moment of conception,’’ said Father 
Reichert. 


“Without a doubt fertilization is in fact 
the beginning of a new human individual. 
Medically and scientifically, you can not 
deny this. And this could very well be the 
beginning point for ecumenical dialogue 
with other Christians and with non- 
Christians,’’ he said. 

ABORTION WAS just one of many 
issues covered during the workshop. 


Father Reichert expressed a personal 
concern that euthanasia is increasingly 
becoming a viable option for terminating 
life, and is actively being promoted in a 
number of states. 


Often when a priest is called to 
administer the last anointing, he noted, 
families raise questions as to the actual 
definition of death or when to “‘pull the 
plug,’’ said Father Reichert. This calls 
not only for great pastoral sensitivity on 
the part of the priest, but. a working

EL CENTRO — “‘Everything that 
could go wrong with the economy has 
gone wrong here,’’ John Graykoski, 
director of Catholic Community Services 
in the Imperial Valley, said. 

The valley’s unemployment rate of 
39.6 per cent, as of August, is the highest 
in the state. Retail layoffs have followed 
the recent peso devaluation, and left the 
border economy reeling.

sugar beets have taken a heavy toll on jobs 


in the Valley, which is predominantly 
agricultural. 


Graykoski said social problems, some 
of them by-products of the economic 
woes, include a high school dropout rate 
of over 50 percent and a high number of 
teens giving birth, which contributes to

“The Church says we are not bound 
morally to extraordinary means to sustain 
life,’’ he noted. ‘‘But now the ‘ordinary’ 
means are things which only 10 years ago 
were considered ‘extraordinary.’ 
Morally, what does this do to our 
decision-making?’

When Graykoski came to the Valley 
over four years ago, the situation was 
bad, but not nearly as critical as it is now. 


REGARDLESS OF the problems, 
“‘one of the things I’ve been impressed by 
is that you can sense the spirit moving”’ in 
the El Centro area, Graykoski said. 


He credits the providence of the Spirit 
sending him the right people at the right 
time to help his social service work. 


Dan Lackie was just what CCS needed 
to bring its Desert Valle Federal Credit 
Union to the ‘‘relatively stable position’”’ 
it’s in now, he said. It opened three years 
ago and has bounced along all the ups and 
downs of a new enterprise in a recession 
economy.

‘symptoms that alarm’’ and that these 
were related to a lessening of respect for 
the Church. ‘‘It will be a great error for 
the Sandinistas to forget that the soul of 
the Nicaraguan people is Christian,’’ he 
said. 


He said the main body of the Latin 
American Church operated in accordance 
with the teachings of Vatican II, Pope 
Paul. VI’s 1967 encyclical Populorum 
Progresso (Development of Peoples) and 
the CELAM conferences at Medellin in 
1968 and Puebla, Mexico, in 1979. 


“THE PUEBLA conference has 
deeply marked the life of the Church,”’ 
Archbishop Lopez said. ‘‘We couldn’t 
explain anything today in Latin America 
without Puebla.”’ 


He said this influence was seen 
particularly in theological deepening, 
renewal of social doctrine and pastoral 
renewal. The renewal of social doctrine, 
he said, has enabled the Church to 
achieve greater independence from the 
‘ideologies’ of Marxism, capitalism and 
national security. 


The archbishop described the situation 
in El Salvador as ‘‘complex and 
delicate.’’ He said the Church there was 
working for peace and reconciliation, but 
could not itself resolve the conflict. Its 
voice for peace can be heard only if 
obstacles to the democratic process are 
removed and ‘‘the great powers’’ and 
other nations don’t make El Salvador a 
place to fight through introducing their 
arms. 


AS FOR relations with Protestants in 
Latin America, Archbishop Lopez said 
the work of ecumenism ‘‘which the 
Catholic Church loves’’ is hindered by 
the ‘‘great error’? of some Protestant 
churches in ordaining Catholic priests 
who have abandoned the priesthood, and

Briefs 


_ NOTHING OWED — Vatican bank 
officials and their lawyers say that the 
bank owes nothing to the creditors of the 
failed Banco Ambrosiano and that letters 
of patronage issued by the bank’s head, 
Archbishop Paul Marcinkus, did not 
influence loans to finance companies who 
are now Banco Ambrosiano creditors. 
They said a public investigation will 
support their position. 


BACKING — The Columbus, Ohio, 
diocesan Justice and Peace Commission 
expressed support for young men who 
have refused to register for the draft. The 
commission said it ‘‘decries the law that 
requires the prosecution of young men 
who for reasons of conscience refuse to 
register for the military draft. We support 
these young men in their civil 
disobedience and we believe they are 
witnessing to the spirit of the Gospel (and) 
the concerns expressed in papal 
statements and by the U.S. bishops.”’ 


VICTORY — Italian authorities 
investigating whether there was a 
conspiracy to kill Pope John Paul II in 
May 1981 won a victory last week when 
Switzerland’s highest court agreed to 
extradite Omer Bagci, a 36-year-old Turk 
who said he furnished the gun used to 
shoot the pope. Bagci has admitted giving 
the 9mm. Browning automatic pistol used 
in the murder try to a fellow Turk, 
Mehmet Ali Agca, in Milan, Italy, four 
days prior to the shooting, but said he did 
not know it would be used in the attempt 
on the pontiff’s life. 


PROFIT? — Jesuit Father Richard 
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McCormick, professor of Christian ethics 
at Georgetown University, in a recent 
talk at the Jesuit School of Theology at 
Berkeley, Calif., said the Church should 
learn to profit from dissent. He seemed to 
urge that if large numbers of “competent, 
demonstrably loyal Catholics’ find 
themselves in disagreement with the 
Church’s teaching, this in itself could help 
the Church ‘“‘purify and revise (its) ethical 
formulations.”’ 


VALUES? — Rep. Mary Rose Oaker 
(D-Ohio), in her talk to the convention of 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Charities in Detroit, attacked what she 
called a government philosophy which 
values weapons over people. Speakers 
and participants during the six-day 
convention voiced concern over the 
Reagan administration’s social and 
economic policies which have cut back 
social programs at a time of high 
unemployment and inflation. ‘The 
priority in Washington today is military 
build-up,’’ she said. ‘“‘We are the arms 
merchants of the world. But how has

ELECTED — Father Franz 
Schmidberger, a West German follower 
of suspended Archbishop Marcel 
Lefebvre, has been elected vicar general 
of the clergy organization founded by the 
archbishop and is scheduled to become 
superior general when he resigns. The 
society was founded by the archbishop in 
1969 to unite priests who agree with his 
rejection of many of the teachings of the 
Second Vatican Council, especially 
regarding the liturgy and ecumenism. 


‘DECAY’ — The Minnesota Catholic 
Conference has urged the state’s 
Catholics to take a serious look at the 
impact legalized on-track parimutuel 
betting could have on Minnesota. The 
“state’s bishops cited studies indicating 
that various social and moral problems 
usually accompany legalized betting. “‘A 
society experiences social decay with 
legalization of gambling,” said the 
bishops. ‘‘Such a decay affects all of us 
and the duty to respond to this erosion 
‘cannot be dismi§ged as a responsibility of 
others,” they said, urging voters to

Male-only experience is ‘ineffective,’ says nun 


BROOKLYN, N.Y. (NC) — The 
Church has been ineffective in dealing 
with critical world issues because of its 
failures to draw on the experience of 
women, said Notre Dame Sister Marie 
Augusta Neal in a talk at St. James 
Cathedral 


Citing problems such as the arms race 
and environmental destruction, she said 
they escape solution because Church 
groups dealing with them ‘‘systematically 
exclude women.”’ 

SISTER NEAL, a professor of 
sociology at Emmanuel College in 
Boston, was the first of four women to 
speak in a series of lectures on ‘‘Women 
as Prophetic Witnesses, Visions of 
Reform and Renewal.” 


The series, co-sponsored by the 


Franciscan Sisters of the Poor and the 
Carmelite Sisters for the Aged and Infirm 
honors the 400th anniversary of the death 
of St. Teresa of Avila, a Spanish 
Carmelite and mystic who was named a 
doctor of the church in 1970. 


‘‘Married women long experienced in 
bearing, caring for, educating, healing, 
and housing their progeny are easily 
made sensitive to the primary factors of 
keeping people alive in the 20th century,”’ 
Sister Neal said. 


CALLING FOR a view of all people as 
“our progeny,’’ she said that women 
know ‘‘more about progeny than do men. 
Women coming back into the university’’ 
in continuing education programs ‘“‘have 
now the new opportunity of testing what 
is taught in light of their experience of 


NCCW: Spirituality, activism go 


HYANNIS, Mass. (NC) — 
Laywomen “‘are calling for more spiritual 
direction and a better prayer life,’’ said 
Mary Meismer of Peoria, Ill., president 


_ of the National Council .of Catholic 


Women. 


Mrs. Meismer, who was in Hyannis 
Oct. 4-7 for the biennial assembly of the 
council’s leadership, said that she had 
noted the spiritual renewal among 
laywomen as she traveled throughout the 
country to functions such as the assembly. 
She added that the role of Mary in the 
Church is receiving increasing emphasis. 

MARY, A ‘‘laywoman,”’ pointed out 
Mrs. Meismer, was the first person 
‘consulted’ by God the Father in 
implementing His plan of salvation.”’ 


The basic goals of the National Council 


of Catholic Women, now observing its 


61st year, are to inform and educate 
women and to develop the potential of 
each. member. Political activism, 
currently evidenced in its support of the 
nuclear freeze movement and a human 
life amendment, has also been an 
‘ongoing thrust’’ of the organization, 
said its current president. 


There were approximately 300. 


‘delegates at the assembly in Hyannis, a 


town on Cape Cod in the Diocese of Fall 
River, Mass. Bishop Daniel A. Cronin of 
Fall River greeted the delegates and was 
the principal celebrant and homilist at the 
opening Mass. He noted that the 
convention began on the feast of St. 
Francis of Assisi and a week before the 
20th anniversary of the opening of 
Vatican II. 


CALLING COUNCIL members ‘‘a

She said that those women, along with 
single women and women Religious, have 
begun to question interpretations made 
by ‘‘scholars who have only the 
experience of being men.”’

As an example, 
Sister Neal cited ‘‘new findings’’ which 
showed that ‘‘people in industry and 
society at large have been evaluated as 
workers rather than as human beings.”’ 

SHE SAID that a “radically new” 
approach to work would be required in 
the coming decade, with emphasis on

NOW targets the Church, men, the New Right 


INDIANAPOLIS (NC) — Members 
of the National Organization for Women 
at their annual convention promised to 
continue fighting for women’s issues — 
which means, some said, defeating the 
political New Right and supporting legal 
abortion. 


The 1,800-NOW members present also 
elected a new president, heard their 
leaders pledge further efforts on behalf of 
the Equal Rights Amendment, and 
discussed the influence of the Catholic 
Church and other churches ini influencing 
the public. 


THE NEW NOW president, Judy 
Goldsmith, who had been NOW’s 
executive vice president, said the 16-year- 
old women’s rights group would 
“proceed with the work of defeating the 
right wing.’’ (She beat out activist Sonia 
Johnson, an excommunicated Mormon, 
for the presidency of NOW.) 


In a session on the churches and New 
Right, Indiana State Sen. Louis Mahern, 
a Democrat, said that the New Right is 
not as powerful as people think. ‘“‘I 
believe that as economic times get 
tougher, the power of the New Right will 
diminish somewhat. When workers are 
getting laid off, the Bible or whatever 
they’re reading will take a back seat,’’ 
Mahern said. 


DDC Sisters meet 


STATEN ISLAND, New York — The 
needs of the Catholic Church and the role 
of the Daughters of Divine Charity in 
filling those needs were evaluated by the 
Sisters’ St. Joseph Province at their 
delegate start-up weekend Oct. 15-17 
here. 


The chapters convene every three years _ 


for evaluation of the past as- well as 
planning for the future of their work in 
the dioceses they serve. 


SISTER CONSTANCE from Good 
Shepherd Parish in University City and 
Sisters Denise and M. Timothy from St. 
Joseph parish in the San Bernardino 
diocese were the West Coast delegates. 


Sister Deb Barrett, a Chicago- 
based member of the Sisters for Christian 
Community, claimed that the Catholic 


Church has not taken a consistent stand 


on abortion. ‘‘If you look down through 
the years, the Catholic Church has had no 
consistent teaching on abortion,’’ she 
said. 


Although the U.S. Catholic bishops 
have voiced support for pro-life 
legislation, she said, ‘‘the bishops don’t 
speak for the Church. I think it’s really 
important not to abandon the Church 
because of the bishops.’’ She said that a 
majority of American Catholics are pro- 
choice on abortion. 


Full-time nun is also a full-time

MISSION VALLEY — The oldest 
maid at San Diego’s Town and Country 
Hotel sports a pair of running shoes, is a 
Padres fan, enjoys desert camping and is 
a Sister with ‘‘the Community of Good 
News.”’ 


Sister Elaine Krebsbach, 65, of the 
Sisters of Charity of Our Lady, Mother of 
Mercy cleans 13 rooms a day at the hotel. 
The work suits her. ‘‘When you’re alone 


you’re doing your room and you can be 
with the Lord internally.” 


IN SEPTEMBER, after four-and-a- 
half years of working for the hostelry on 
Hotel Circle, Sister Elaine was recognized 
as ‘‘employee of the quarter’’ for the 
housekeeping department. 


Sister moved here in 1975 from Detroit 
when the two other Religious in her 
community found teaching jobs in San 
Diego. She was able to find only part-time 
work in her field, nursery school teaching. 


Sister Elaine saw an ad in the 
newspaper for full-time jobs at the hotel. 
When she applied she did not mention 
that she is a nun, fearing the personnel 
manager might be ‘‘skeptical’’ about her. 


‘““THEY SEEM to be pleased now,’’ 
she said of her employers. Her co-workers 


(THE SISTERS for Christian 
Community is a group of Religious which 
owns no property and lacks a 
motherhouse and some of the other 
structures of more traditional religious 
communities. ) 


Michaele Datsko-Marconi, an Indiana- 
NOW representative, suggested that 
Catholic women in NOW oppose the 
bishops’ stance on women’s issues, such 
as women’s ordination, by dropping 
“funny money”’ into the collection basket 
at Mass. She defined ‘‘funny money’’ as 
fake money with a message printed on it, 
for-example: ‘‘I will not financially 


like her, but she senses ‘‘they’re a little 
more careful with their language’? now 
that they know who she is. 


Most of the guests don’t know she is a 
nun. If a guest strikes up a conversation 
with her, it often comes out. ‘“They ask if 
I’m married or have children,”’ she said. 


Guests are surprised to learn of her 
vocation. ‘‘A lot of people think Sisters 
belong ina convent,”’ she said. 


BUT SISTER Elaine is out of the 
convent at 7:05 a.m. on weekdays. She 
catches a bus and gets to work by 8. 


Occasionally she has to work on 
Sunday. Since the bus makes fewer runs 
on Sunday, she sometimes makes the 
45-minute walk to work. ‘I walk fast. 
I’ve heard that it’s better than jogging,”’ 
she said. 


Forced retirement at 65 doesn’t make 
sense to Sister Elaine, who says that some 
older people are better, faster and more 
thorough at their work than younger 
workers. 

“J PLAN on keeping going until I 
can’t. You can’t give in. My mother 
hasn’t given in. She’s 87 and has 
arthritis.’

non-competitive service areas such as 
health and education rather than 
competitive industry. 


‘‘Health, education, and welfare are 
human rights, not to be competed for 
according to wealth but to be available 
according to. need.

Gentle criticism 
Dear Mrs. Combs, 

Thank you for your letter (printed on this page). Your 
gentle, yet straightforward criticism of this Catholic 
newspaper makes your letter one of the best of the 
provocative letters we have received from readers in quite 
some time. 

Because you have stated so well opinions and questions 


about Catholic newspapers that are shared by other ~ 


readers, I welcome this opportunity to publish your letter 
and my response to some of the points you have raised. 


You say that Southern Cross is far from being the ideal 
Catholic newspaper because every time you read it you 
find articles that are disturbing. I know just how you feel — 
I am often disturbed by the same articles, even as my staff 
writes or edits them. 

But I am also aware that not every message that disturbs 
us is bad. The Gospel contains some of the most disturbing 
language imaginable. 

Your letter disturbs me and makes me think about your 
concerns. This is good. 

We include the ‘‘disturbing’’ information along with the 
inspiring articles for the same reason, I assume, that the 
authors of the Gospel faithfully reported negative and 
disturbing things that were said in Jesus’ time. 

We publish information about differences of opinion 
among members of the Church for the same reason that the 
Gospel authors wrote about arguments the apostles 
sometimes had with each other, and even with Jesus. 

As Catholic journalists, our job is to paint a true portrait 
of the Church, with all its color and character — not a 
grey, veiled, incomplete sketch. 

The Church and the Catholic faith is constantly growing 
and changing — as must anything that is alive. 

Because the Church is alive, and because it is made up of 
imperfect humans, it needs a constant exchange of different 
opinions to continue its growth. 

Sometimes our news stories that quote people speaking 
against the Church’s wisdom make me just as angry as I 
expect they do you. 

So, as your letter so clearly asks, why do we include 
them in Southern Cross? 

We include these stories because our reporting would not 
be accurate and complete without them. 

This is not to deny our commitment as Catholic 
journalists to publish the authentic teachings of the 
Church. 

But since the Gospel authors wrote objectively about 
matters of controversy that were stirring up those first 
Christians, and did not shy away from straightforward 
reporting, why should we? 


Most of our articles that readers — such as yourself — . 


find controversial do not include un-Catholic views. These 
articles simply.relate opinions held by Catholics on matters 
that have not been defined by the pope as Catholic dogma. 


Many of the ‘‘disturbing’’ issues of today are being 
decided by each diocese. When you suggest that this 
diocesan newspaper should not include information about 
a ‘‘disturbing’’ issue, are you suggesting that the Church 
in San Diego would be better served by being deprived of 
the opportunity to consider and discuss those issues — an 
opportunity which you yourself exercised so well in your 
letter?

Young ‘first witnesses’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Young people should be ‘‘the first 
witnesses of beauty and strength’’ against ‘‘acts of violence and 
hate’’ in today’s world, said Pope John Paul II. 


Speaking to about 20,000 people in St. Peter’s Square at his 
weekly general audience last Wednesday, the pope also 
mentioned the canonization Oct. 10 of Polish St. Maximilian 
Kolbe and continued his series of talks on marriage and the 
Church. 


In his greeting to youths the pope said that ‘‘in these days, 
when acts of violence and hate oppress our hearts, I want to 
remind you of the necessity for you — following the example of 
St. Maximilian Kolbe — to be the first witnesses of beauty and of 
the ever conquering strength of Christian love, demonstrated, if 
necessary, up to the supreme sacrifice.’’ 

Speaking in Polish, the pope gave thanks for the canonization 
of St. Maximilian, a Franciscan who gave his life in 1941 to save 
another man from dying in the Nazi concentration camp at 
Auschwitz, and compared him to another Pole, St. Stanislaus. 

Both saints were victors although they died, the pope said. ‘‘In 
each era, the victory of good is difficult. But in each era, good 
wins.”’ ; 

The pope’s main talk centered on the sacramental origins of 
marriage. au 

“Through the sacrament of redemption, Christ is united with 
His Church through an indissoluble bond, which is like the 
indissoluble covenant of husband and wife, and which becomes 


. the definitive sign of the eternal mystery of God’s love,” he 


added. ‘‘Through redemption, marriage becomes a permanent 
dimension of the life of the Church, on the basis of Christ’s 
spousal love for His Church.”’

Nuns on the Hatch Amendment.Il : 


After reading’ my article on the National Coalition of 
American Nuns’ resolution opposing the Hatch Amendent (SC, 
Sept. 2), Sister Margaret Ellen Traxler, founder of the NCAN, 
sent me the text of that resolution and a copy of the Coalition’s 
September 1982 newsletter summarizing the ‘‘media blitz’’ 
which it stirred. It surprised me that my article had reached the 
Chicago offices of NCAN, and it pleased me that Sister Traxler 
took the time to add her handwritten assurance that ‘*...we do in 
fact oppose abortion.”’ 


Among my concerns about the People magazine article which 
occasioned my column was that it did not adequately present the 
rationale of the NCAN’s opposition to the Hatch Amendment. 
Sisters Traxler and Quinn were simply featured as ‘‘angry 
nuns’’ fighting the bishops on the abortion issue, but the values 
they were fighting for were not explicated. 


The NCAN newsletter was critical of the Catholic press for 
“evasive unprofessionalism.’’ Having reflected on Sister 
Traxler’s response, I can now provide a fuller explanation of the 
nuns’ position. 


While restating their firm opposition to ‘‘abortion as such...in 
principle and in practice,’’ the sisters raised two objections to the 


Hatch Amendment: (1) ‘‘States vary greatly in their perception _ 


of the common good and in their enactment and enforcement of 
laws in this regard;’’ and (2) ‘‘...the responsibility for decisions 
in this regard resides primarily with those who are directly and 
personally involved.”’ 


The NCAN statement goes on to make three appeals: (1) that 
decision-makers ‘‘provide a more nurturing environment so that 
women will be encouraged to bring new life into the world;’’ (2) 
that men ‘‘educate themselves on the responsibilities of 
fatherhood;’’ and (3) that women ‘‘disavow the use of abortion 
as a normative means of birth control and...educate themselves 
in ways of being creatively responsible — insofar as this is 


possible — for avoiding unwanted pregnancies.’’ Underscoring . 


the nuns’ opposition to abortion, the final paragraph of the 
statement explains that their position was ‘“‘the result of intense 
and corporate prayer, consultation and study.”’ 


After publication of this clarification of the NCAN opposition 
to the Hatch Amendment, I hope that Sister Traxler will not find 
Southern Cross guilty of ‘‘evasive unprofessionalism.’’ I only 
regret that the readers of People magazine will probably not 
benefit from a similar clarification. .

Is sanctity possible without honesty? We were talking 
about this with a few friends recently and found ourselves 
involved in an intense and impassioned discussion. The 
first reaction was no, sanctity must arise from personal 
integrity and self-knowledge; from — as the popular 
pharse goes — standing naked before God. 


But then we began to equivocate. Perhaps it is enough 
if a person believes that he or she is being honest and is 
unaware of the delusions and protective defense that 
obscure the clarity of truth. Perhaps one need only to wish 
to be completely open. Perhaps it is enough only to long 
for sanctity. 


IF WE PERCEIVE sanctity as the ongoing love 
affair with God, a mutual self-giving so complete as to 
allow of neither exception nor deception, it is obvious that 
falsity of any kind must be destructive. It also follows that, 
if we are prone to falseness in human relationships this 
will affect and carry over into our relationship with God. 


It is very possible to feel and believe that we are loving 
and forgiving and understanding, for instance, when we 
are not. It is possible to feel humble and afflicted by some 
kind of martyrdom when in fact we are only experiencing 
the pangs of self-pity and the conflict of a disinclination to 
face the truth. 


Ins and Outs

In our day, when meaning gets too often muddled, not 
even the film director clearly understands the original 
script or novel. It’s not just the characters of the play, it’s 
their motivations and purposes that get lost. 


To some, such ambiguity is a sign of the new age. We 
live amidst ambiguities, the homespun philosopher will 
say. So those who care will have to exercise a little more 
work to peer behind the edges and see what is the intent of 
the maker. 


ACCESSIBILITY IN this sense becomes a problem. 
For many who make movies there is a deliberate intention 
to disguise the meaning, to ask for that extra work, not 
necessarily to make it too easy for the viewer. In foreign 
films at least,.the director (who is held in even higher 
esteem than in Hollywood) creates films to suit himself 
and to ‘‘make a statement’’ — not always for the benefit 
of the viewer. 


Accessibility, the possiblity that the other party can 
more easily enter into the intent and the meaning of a 
work, is often a problem in Church communications. For 
example, bishops lament the fact that their national

Any married couple knows that the withholding of 
truth is a danger to their relationship, in so far as it places 
a barrier between them — there is then a place where 
openness is barred and a distance inserted. The fullness of 
their love is inhibited. Even more serious is the deliberate 
refusal to acknowledge what one knows to be true and act 
on it, or to twist and manipulate the facts in order to avoid 
facing them. 


MARRIAGES DO survive this kind of dilution. People 
do go on loving one another even while withholding part 
of themselves, even when not honest with each other. But 
it is not the highest form of love. By the same token, we 
may love God and want to be.part of Him and subject to 
Him even in our falsity, but it will not be sanctity, 


If honesty means not to be free of fault but to be aware 
of where our faults lie and to be prepared to accept 
responsibility for them, then we can see that it demands a 
certain clarity of being. A transparency. An honest person 
is not easily threatened by intrusions into his personal 
space; he is not easily moved to anger — that most 
dishonest of protective devices; he is not subject to 
complacency or false pride. 


"Why should he be? He is clear as glass and in that

pastorals are largely unread. This can simply happen 
because the end product too often is the work of a 
committee. The one clear vision and purpose is not 
always there. 


Add to this the difficulty caused by what can be called 
‘‘churchy language,’’ sprinkled with bits and snippets of 
texts (Sacred Scripture, Church Fathers, etc.). Even the 
better-than-average reader finds it difficult to wade 
through and gives up, hoping that somewhere a summary 
will appear. It’s surprising that the bishops do not 
authorize some simplified versions, or even language 
adaptation accommodated to different levels. 


SUCH CAN be the problem with papal encyclicals and 
letters. Some difficulty is due in part to the “‘pontifical’’ 
style. The current pope is always wedded to language and 
modes of writing hallowed by his ancestors, which add to 
the inaccessibility of meaning. 


The one communication which should be accessible is 
the Sunday homily. There too there are difficulties. A 
pamphlet, Fulfilled in Your Hearing, prepared by the 
Bishops’ Commmittee on Priestly Life and Ministry, tries 


clarity able to reflect and radiate the light of his God 
without warp or refraction. He is a person at peace with 
himself and the world; a person capable of forming and 
sustaining deep relationships simply because of his 
transparency, because he is as he appears to be. 


THIS KIND of honesty is not impossible to achieve. 
We build our own defenses. We are the only ones who can 
raze them. We are the ones who make the decision, time 
and again, to perceive, acknowledge and accept the truth 
about ourselves as it rebounds from the radar antennae of 
the people among whom we live, or to raise our defenses, 
turn inward and cloud the crystal of our being. 


When we come to stand before God in self-knowledge it 
is not some trivial thing; it is, in effect, a judgement. 
Seeing ourselves in the context of absolute truth is never a 
pleasant nor self-glorifying experience. One must emerge 
from it humbled, contrite and painfully aware of our own 
puniness before the magnitude and infinite tenderness of 
God’s love. 


So if we hunger after holiness, it seems apparent that 
we must first hunger for honesty and the crystal clearness 
of being necessary to allow the wondrous light of God 
shine through. 


to address the problem. The authors ask that the language 
in the homily ‘“‘be specific, graphic, imaginative.”’ 

But before that they remind preachers, ‘“The most 
important and most specifically human way in which faith 
is communicated to individuals and communities is 
language.’’ Yet how little attention is paid to the simple 
demands of language: clarity, ability to be heard, let alone 
understood. The homily must have structure. All these 
are primary. Accessibility is another way of stating that 
anyone who sets out to communicate must be sure he 
understands and uses techniques of good communication. 


SOMEONE HAS noted that the curse of the day is that 
with all the means of communications, there is less of it 
than ever. This may be due in part to our culture. People 
are not expected to do their best when they share news, 
information, opinion. The burden may be rather on the 
hearer. In Church community we should not try to 
emulate the Holy Trinity, which is ‘‘inaccessible’’ to 
human understanding. But the word became Flesh and 
God through Him became accessible. That is the Good 
News. We should try harder to make that Word and His 
love accessible to human beings. 


The MM: An evaluation 


The New Right favors prolife and profamily causes, 
but tends to wholly ignore the Bible’s teachings regarding 
justice, peace and care for the poor. Virtue is basically 
compared with Jerry Falwell’s own brand of patriotism. 


In addition, the Moral Majority has erected a rather 
simplistic liumus test for elected officials which mandates 
how they must stand on specified issues such as the ERA 
and homosexuality. In general, their agenda is militaristic 
conservatism. 


ONE EXAMPLE is worthy of note because of the 
effect which the Moral Majority sustains on this one issue 
in the San Francisco Bay Area. Falwell himself has issued 
statements comparing gay and lesbian people with ‘‘drug 
pushers,’’ ‘‘bootleggers’’ and ‘‘rapists.”” 


While the Catholic Church sustains clear teachings on 
the morality of homosexual activity, recent teachings have 
made it clear that the homosexual person deserves a 
special degree of care from the Christian community (see, 
e.g., To Live in Christ Jesus, U.S. Bishops, 1976). 


Gay and lesbian people are fighting centuries of 
prejudice and ignorance about homosexuality. And a 
good part of the violence directed against gays and 
lesbians undoubtedly comes from such attitudes fostered 
by the Moral Majority, whose continual assault on 
homosexuals does nothing but subject these people to base 
accusations and misinformed rhetoric. 


ANOTHER ELEMENT which the Moral Majority 


fosters is an unconditional obedience to the opinions of 
the pastor. Falwell’s Liberty Baptist College is a good 
example. 


Students here need the written permission of a dean to 
go out on dates; and students caught at a disco or with a 
copy of Playboy magazine are liable to suspension. Falwell 
says that this is the type of education which the country 
needs: ‘‘We’re turning out moral revolutionaries.’’ 


In view of Falwell’s avowed Christianity, it is 
interesting to note, e.g., that black students at Liberty 
Baptist College are denied permission to date white 
students unless the college obtains consent from the 
parents of both. 


THE MORAL MAJORITY is convinced that this 
nation is in the most serious crisis in its history: 
pornography, abortion, divorce, militant homosexuality, 
drugs, crime and atheistic humanism are corrupting the 
moral fibre of the country; America is on the decline. 


Falwell and the Moral Majority are convinced that 
civilization is at stake: America is the last launching pad 
for world evangelism. If America falls — this will be the 
end of Christianity. 


Who of us does not want a strong America? Who of us 
would not like to see Christian values permeate the whole 
of society? Who of us would not like to witness an end to 
pornography, abortion, divorce, crime, and so on? 


IS FALWELL espousing true gospel values? The 
research we have presented in these five articles amounts 
to a lucid reply: he is not. While Falwell and the Moral 
Majority truly stand for many good and important 
human and Christian values (as we noted in the first 
article), his method of ‘‘reaching’’ is narrow, nostalgic 
(his favorite era is the thirties), and eminently biased. 


Americans have been borne by a liberal democratic 
experiment: it is this enterprise which we must constantly 
seek to rediscover. Falwell is not helping in the 
rediscovery. The New Right has written its own Gospel 
by excising only those parts of the Gospel which feed the 
political goals which they intend. 


The Gospel of Jesus Christ always challenges us: to 
think, anew. But ‘‘thinking anew’’ must be rooted in 
authentic love of all women and men. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. was fond of saying that ‘‘Whom you would 
change you must first love.”’ 


FALWELL AND THE Moral Majority are people of 
such enormous and insufferable moral rectitude, that the 
“*sospel’’ they preach is more biased than Catholic, more 
selective than honest, more political than religious. 


Falwell and the Moral Majority are indeed in the game 
of redefining America. But the rules by which they play 
include too many fouls. Christianity is happily greater 
and deeper than the Moral Majority interprets its 
message.

IT IS ‘‘an offensive article that mocks 
one of the most sacred mysteries of our 
faith,’’ Father Arturo Banuelas, 
administrative assistant to Bishop 
Raymundo Pena of El Paso, said.

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the board received some bad news two 
weeks ago when operational funding they 
had counted on from the state’s Regional 
Center System office in San Diego 
became unavailable, the victim of 
budgetary cutbacks in Sacramento. 


They have, nevertheless, continued 
plans to open the home with six residents 
and three staff as originally scheduled, 
trusting that the difference will somehow 
be made up, hopefully by the community 
at large. 


‘‘Pretty depressing’ was the way Betty 
Britschgi, special religious education 
consultant with Service for the Disabled, 
termed the loss of funds, but Dick King 
called it ‘‘character building.”’ 


“‘I THINK we’re going to be better 
for it,’’ he said, noting that the loss of 
anticipated funds has forced the board to 
be more resourceful with what it now has 
and to be more creative in its budgeting. 
And, said Sister Kathryn, one sizable 
contribution has enabled the remodeling 
of the home, hopefully the first of many in 
the diocese, to proceed. 


“We provide a service that is available 
only through the generosity of others,’’ 
said Dick Herbert, Noah Homes’ board 
president, stressing the Catholic nature of 
the home. 


Noah Homes is important to Hazel 
Abreu of Chula Vista. She is hopeful that 
her 34-year-old developmentally disabled 
son, an altar boy at St. Rose of Lima 
Church in Chula Vista, will one day be a 
resident in the Spring Valley facility. 


**AS I GET older I see the need for a 
place for my son. It’s not so easy for me to 
get around any more, and there really 
aren’t any homes where the residents are 
taken to church regularly, and his faith 
and the Church are very important to 
him,’’ she said. 


Although Noah Homes will be Catholic 
in orientation, noted Miss Britschgi, it 
will be open to anyone. The staff, said 
Sister Kathryn, will be recruited from 
among those who have worked with 
various diocesan programs for the 
disabled. 


Even though their adult children are 
developmentally disabled, there still 
comes a point when many leave home and 
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have to exercise a measure of 
independence of their own. ““There is a 
time when parenting is no _ longer 
appropriate,’’ said Dick King, noting 
that a residential home in a residential 
neighborhood fosters a sense of belonging 
to the community in which they live. 


LOOKING FORWARD to the time 
when Noah Homes actually opens, Sister 
Kathryn noted that she has already 
spoken with Msgr. Thomas Prendergast, 
pastor of Santa Sophia parish in which 
Noah Homes is situated.

last year, helped people develop a sense of 
ownership toward the credit union, 


Graykoski said. 


‘““One characteristic of a poor 
community is money drains out of the 
area. The union dealt with that,”’ 
Graykoski said. 


CCS recently formed a food 
cooperative to deal with the widespread 
poverty that is characteristic of the 
Valley. 


TWENTY PERGENT of the persons 
CCS helps live below the federal poverty 
guidelines. On top of that, food stamp 
cutbacks have also affected the poor. 


The three-month-old co-op 
coordination, the CCS head said, and has 
gained membership slowly. Those with 
knowledge of food co-ops are usually 
“college kids from the upper-middle 
classes’’ who have little knowledge of the 
needs of the poor, Graykoski added. 


“Trying to introduce carob chips to 
Mexican people is really silly,’’ he said, in 
reference to the college-style co-ops. 

PROVIDENCE CAME into play 
again for CCS when Msgr. Mark 
Medaer, pastor of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church in Calexico and vicar 
of the Imperial Valley deanery, came to 
the area, Graykoski said. ‘“‘New life was 
breathed into the community.”’ 


The ‘‘image of openness he (Msgr. 
Medaer) projects’’ has attracted people 
who ‘‘are just so alive,’ including the 
four Victory Noll Sisters who have agreed 
to stay 10 years in the Valley, Graykoski 
said. 


The Sisters subsidized the starting of 
the credit union. Sister Betty Anderson 
has designed a series of programs that she 
hopes will help people ‘‘respond to their 
call of faith,’’ Graykoski said. 


“EVEN THOUGH we are doing acts 
of justice, the thing we fight the most are 
the people who have not been converted 
by their faith,’? Graykoski said. Sister 
Betty’s programs will work to fight the 
‘‘Sunday Catholic’’syndrome, he said.

Groups for women and victims of child 
abuse and spousal abuse have been 
started by Presentation of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary Sister Kathleen Curtain. As 
clinical director for CCS she also helps 
with counseling. 


In counseling “‘it’s really difficult to 
help people deal with financial realities 
when they purely and simply can’t 
survive,’’ he said with resignation. 

WHEN MARRIAGES buckle under 
the strain of not making ends meet, the 
counseling staff at CCS helps the couple 
prepare a budget and then directs the pair 
to the co-op and the credit union. They 
also help the married couples ‘‘lower their 
expectations.”’ 


“The media controls so much of what 
we expect from life. It is hard to fight the 
pressures of television blaring out 
expectation of things that these people 
can’t have,’’ Graykoski said. 


Strong help for poor families came 
from Bishop Leo T. Maher who four 
months ago funded a new child care 
service, he noted. 

CCS ADMINISTERS another 
program called Casa de San Miguel 
which opened about a year ago as a 
temporary home for the children of 
undocumented alien parents who have 
been arrested for illegally entering this 
country. The home is held together by 
federal funds and a largely-volunteer 
work force. 


Education and values will help with the 
teen-pregnancy problem, and a group of 
leaders in Calexico is being trained to 
educate the Valley’s young people, said 
Graykoski. 

‘“‘THE BISHOP has been very 
generous with us,’’ he said, noting that 
the need for funds in the Valley always 
exceeds what is available. 

““There’s a real struggle here between 
the vision of what could be and the reality 
of what keeps things the way they are,”’ 
he said. 

“The policy of putting guns before 
butter has a human face and we’re 
certainly seeing it here.”’

are sometimes ordaining Catholic laymen 
won by proselytism. 


The archbishop said Catholics also 
were disturbed by some Protestants 
channeling money into Latin America in 
ways that serve . political purposes, 
sometimes of the left and sometimes of the 
right. He said the World Council of 
Churches was among the groups putting 
money in Latin America to further 
“ideological tendencies.’’ 


‘‘We have denounced this publicly on 
several occasions,’’ Archbishop Lopez 
said. ‘‘With this attitude, ecumenical 
work is slowed.’’ He distinguished as a 
separate problem the growth of groups 


that are not ‘strictly Protestant. He 
mentioned particuarly Mormons, 
Jehovah’s Witnesses and Seventh Day 
Adventists. 


‘*THEIR NUMERICAL advance is 
explained first by the financial support 
they receive,’’ Archbishop Lopez said. 
““The other explanation is their work of 
direct proselytism among the poorest and 
least educated groups.”’ 


He said the success of these groups in 
winning adherents may show a ‘‘weak 
side’’ of the Catholic Church, and he 
warned against Catholics assuming 
complacently that Latin Americans will 
always remain true to the Catholic faith.

Christian ethics and morals should be a 
primary function of the Church, said 
Father Reichert. 


‘“‘But perhaps we aren’t being heard,”’ 
he said, pointing to figures estimating 
that Catholics have one of every four 
abortions performed in this country. 
““What’s going on in the Catholic Church 
when we have that large a percentage?”’ 
he asked. 


On matters like abortion, said Father 
Reichert, political action is secondary to 
‘ education and first defining who we are as 
Christians in the Body of Christ. ‘‘If we 
can’t reverse the Supreme Court decision 
allowing abortion, we can at least legally 
diminish what is going on,”’ he said. 


‘“*THE MAJORITY of Americans are 
opposed to abortion on demand, but 
would still approve of it in ‘hardship’ 
cases,’’ said Father Reichert. ‘‘But 
‘hardship’ seems to become fewer and 
fewer of the total number of abortions 
performed.”’ 


“‘We have gotten away from a theology 
of suffering. We don’t like to suffer, but 
the cross was always before Jesus,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Many people feel that non-life is 
better than suffering, and we are getting 
away from the fundamental concept that 
life is freely given by God.”’ 


But to the Christian, noted Father 
Reichert, love has a very special meaning 
and makes its own demands. ‘‘Love 
means that we have to make every 
attempt to let the unwanted child come 
into life, even if it means the possibility of 
facing suffering. But we live in a 
disposable society, and the end-product is 
abortion and mercy-killing.’’ 


OTHER CRITICAL life-related 
issues covered at the workshop included 
organ transplants, in and of itself a 
morally neutral procedure until now, 
noted Father Reichert. 


“‘Pope John Paul I said ‘we are content 
today’ with regard to transplants, but he 
also warned that the procedure must act 
with respect toward the indiviudual 
person and never transform man into an 
object of experimentation,’’ he said. 


But ethical questions are raised, noted 
Father Reichert, when there is a need for 
up to 15,000 heart transplants each year, 
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but perhaps only 1,000 donor hearts 
available. 


“WHO DETERMINES who gets 
what?’’ he asked. ‘‘And now scientists are 
even talking about brain transplants, 
which gets to the very fundamental 
question of what it means to be a human 


person.”’ 


Science, he noted, has its own 
morality. ‘“‘If it’s feasible, it must be 
okay. But the question remains, simply 
because it’s available, does that make it 
right?”’ 


Drawing a comparison with the 
scientists who developed the atomic 
bomb, Father Reichert said it is possible 
“‘to become caught up in our own 
scientific advances. We have to ask 
ourselves if these are areas where there 
should be no further experimentation 
allowed, but simply left alone.”’ 


ANOTHER WORKSHOP next 
spring will bring many of the participants 
back to St. Louis to further explore life 
issues in the light of Catholic teaching and 
to enable them to become resource 
persons in their home dioceses, said 
Father Reichert. 


More important than political action, 
education, feels Father Reichert, is the 
key to making the Church heard. ‘‘We 
first have to know who and what we are as 
members of this community called 
Church before we can articulate what it 
means to be a Christian in this society.”

Newspaper refuses retraction 


BROOKLYN, N.Y. (NC) — A 
national Jewish newspaper published here 
has refused a demand by a Catholic civil 
rights group that it retract the assertion 
that Pope John Paul II, by meeting with 
Yasser Arafat, was responsible for the 
massacre of Palestinian refugees in 
Lebanon. 


““He (the pope) shook this chief 
terrorist’s hand knowing full well there 
was blood on his hands, thus opening the 
door for more anti-Semitism in the 
world,”’ said the Jewish Press in its Oct. 8 
issue. 


“INSTEAD OF retracting (its) 
editorial linking the pope to the massacre) 
we are shocked to know that there are 
people who cannot see the difference 
between right and wrong,’’ the Jewish 
newspaper added. 


The dispute arose after the original 
editorial in the weekly Jewish publication 
said that in meeting Sept. 15 with Arafat, 
chairman of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, the pope ‘‘sent a signal’’ to 
Christian forces in Lebanon that 
“murder for a cause is to be applauded.”’

THE BOOK loan program, which 
goes to the students and not their schools, 
was successfully challenged in court more 
than a year ago.

The Jewish Press printed a reply signed 
with the initials of the editor and 
publisher, Rabbi Sholom Klass. 


“‘Why were they not ‘shocked and 
outraged’ when the Vatican issued the 
picture showing the pope greeting the 
master terrorist, Arafat, with a warm 
head-of-state hero’s welcome?’’ Rabbi 
Klass asked. 


‘IF HE (the pope): wanted to meet 
him (Arafat) with the hope of convincing 
him to repent, he could have done this 
quietly, without all the fanfare and 
publicity.”’ 


“Unfortunately, this was done to lend 


credence to this murderer, to publicize 
that the church recognizes the PLO and 
all that it stands for in its attacks against 
Israel,’’ said the rabbi. 


He denied Catholic charges that his 
paper was only stirring religious bigotry. 
“If anything, the picture of the pope 
meeting with a mass murderer itself was 
inflammatory. We trust that in time that 
picture will fade from the public mind and 
that Jew and Christian will treat each 
other with respect.’’ 


THE PAPER also repeated charges — 
rejected by Church officials — that Pope 
Pius XII was a ‘‘silent accomplice’ to the 
Holocaust, and went on to complain of 
the Vatican’s attitude toward Israel 
through the years, 
suggesting the Church 
““embarrassed’’ and ‘‘upset’’ 
believed Jews would be unable to return 
to the Holy Land until they were 
converted.

Can gov’t determine ‘suitability’ of religious belief?

WASHINGTON (NC) — If anyone 
wanted a synopsis of the issues in the 
Supreme Court case involving Bob Jones 
University and the question of tax 
exemptions for discriminatory private 
schools, one comment during oral 
arguments at the court Oct. 12 summed 
them up rather succinctly. 


“Bob Jones’ theology may not be 
yours,’’ attorney William Bentley Ball 
told the nine high court justices, ‘‘and it 
certainly is not mine. 


“BUT,’’ ADDED Ball, ‘‘it (the 
university’s theology) is based on the 
Scripture.”’ 

However abhorrent it might be to the 
rest of society, a key question in the Bob 
Jones case, which probably will be 
decided by the court sometime next year, 
is whether the university’s racist practices 
are protected by its right to freedom of 
religion. 

Should the university have its tax- 
exempt status removed because its 
policies violate a generally accepted 
public policy norm? Or does such a 
removal violate the university’s religious 
freedom by forcing it to choose between 
its religious beliefs and the benefits of 
exemption? 

BOB JONES University of Greenville, 
S.C., and the Goldsboro Christian 


Schools of Goldsboro, N.C., are the 


“R.E. Riling ae 
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plaintiffs in the high stakes legal and 
political battle over the tax exemption. 
The university admits blacks but does not 
permit interracial dating and marriage, 
while the North Carolina schools refuse to 
allow non-whites to attend. 


The cases led the Reagan 
administration to switch positions earlier 
this year on the tax exemption issue. 
Whereas at least three previous 
administrations supported denial of tax 
exemption to groups that discriminate on 
the basis of race, the Reagan 
administration said Congress never gave 
the Internal Revenue Service the 
authority to take such action. 


Because of the administration’s 
reversal, the Supreme Court at oral 
arguments in the case found itself in an 
unusual situation. Since both the schools 
and the government were arguing against 
IRS authority to deny the tax exemption, 
defense of the 12-year-old policy was left 
to a specially appointed attorney, William 
T. Coleman, a former Cabinet secretary 
and one of the nation’s most prominent 
black lawyers. 


COLEMAN ARGUED that not only 
did the IRS have the authority to deny tax 
exemptions to church schools that 
discriminate, but also that to do otherwise 
would itself be unconstitutional. The 
Constitution, he said, forbids the 
government to provide financial benefits 
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— such as the benefit of a tax exemption 
— to entities that discriminate. 


As for the argument that the racial 
practices of schools such as Bob Jones 
University are protected by freedom of 
religion, Coleman contended that 
Opposition to racism is such a 
fundamental public policy in the United 
States that a defense of religious belief for 
those few who can mount it should not be 
available. 


The issue has made for some difficult 
choices for the nation’s mainline 
religions. Some have sided with civil 
rights groups in arguing that racism 
should not be protected by the 
Constitution. After all, would the 
Constitution protect polygamy or 
burnings at the stake in the name of 
religion? 

BUT SEVERAL religious groups, 
while distancing themselves as much as 
possible from the university’s theology, 
see a principle that must be protected: 
government should not be given the 
authority to determine which religious 
beliefs are acceptable and which are not. 
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When it announced last January that it 
wanted to reverse the IRS policy the 
Reagan administration argued that 
Congress never had given the IRS the 
power to deny exemptions in such cases. 
That is still the administration’s position, 
although in an effort to blunt widespread 
criticism it later sent hastily drawn-up 
legislation to Congress proposing to 
restore the IRS authority. 


COLEMAN, AMONG others, argued 
though that Congress implicitly gave the 
IRS such authority and has not attempted 
to remove it in the 12 years it has been 
exercised. Also cited is a 1971 federal 
court decision which stated there was ‘‘at 
least grave doubt’’ that educational 
institutions which practice racial 
discrimination should qualify as 
charitable trusts with the benefits of tax 
exemption. 

Thus if the Supreme Court decides the 
case on the narrower issue of 
congressional intent, it may leave 
unanswered the religious freedom issues 
which many see as central to the case.
